May it PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY 


I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction 
of the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant 
to the 24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, 
on the proceedings had during the year 1907 in connexion with 
the Public Records of Ireland. 


1. A eollection of 459 Books and Parcels of Papers, records of 
the Irish Branch of the Commissariat Department of the 
War Office, 1845-52, which had been deposited among the War 
Office papers in the Public Record Office, London, has, with the 
sanction of the Army Council, been transferred from London to 
this office. During the famine period, 1845-9, the storage, trans- 
port, and distribution of food supplies, and to a very large extent, 
especially in 1846-7, the organisation of the admirable system of 
relief, were controlled and carried out through the medium of 
the Commissariat Department of the Army, which was specially 
strengthened in Ireland for this purpose. 

A large mass of papers of the Commission for Relief of Distress 
under 10 Vic, c. 7, and other Acts, with which the Commissariat 
was in intimate co-cperation, were already preserved here. 


The Commissariat collection now received contains among 
other classes: Letters received by Sir R. Routh, Commissary- 
General, from the Treasury in reference to purchase of stores, 
Government contributions, &e., also from Commissaries, Relief 
officers, and others; Tenders and contracts for bread, meat, and 
forage; Accounts of stores, of local Relief committees, of grants 
and issues of meal. The latter sometimes in detail, giving names 
of the poor recipients. 
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In 1852 the Irish branch of the Commissariat was, for the 
time, discontinued. and its records removed to headquarters. 
They were arranged and ticketed in 1854 by Mr. Lascelles, and 
passed to the Record Office with the War Office Papers, 


2. The arrangement of the more important portion of the 
Records brought in sacks from the Landed Estates Record Ottlice, 
Custom House, in 1869 (referred to in the 33rd Report, par. 19), 
has been completed by Mr. Langman, whose report on the records 
found is printed ag an Appendix to this Report. 

The Records thus made available consist chiefly of Warrants 
and Debentures for payments, from about the beginning of the 
17th century ; Accounts, and cancelled Stock Debentures, also 
Letters, Parliamentary Papers, Legal Papers, and some misplaced 
documents from other collections, 

The Warrants and Debentures are supplemental to others of 
the same classes already arranged, and, with them, form the 
fullest record of the payments for public works and services, 
military and civil, in Ireland, obtainable from the end of the 16th 
century. 

The Accounts contain much detail, especially for the Common- 
wealth period, and for military affairs, 1794 to 1816. The papers 
of the Commission for stating the accounts of the Army in 


Treland—1689-96 —are full of particulars and names not hitherto 
available. 


3. Attention has been called to the fact that the operation of the 
Land Purchase Acts, in the cases of estates which are being com- 
pletely sold, is calculated to visk the loss of many old Estate 
Records which may be of interest. With the removal of any 
immediate reason for keeping them, and the closing of the offices 
in which they are now kept, there is a danger that old Maps, 
early Rentals, Manor Court Rolls, and other papers of very con- 
siderable value for local history, may suffer from neglect or even 
be destroyed. Under the 16th section ofthe Publie Records Act, 
“any Trustee or other Person having the custody of any Deeds or 
Documents, which, in the opinion of the Master of the Rolls, are fit 
to be deposited in the Public Record Office” are authorized to 
deposit them here, Ts would be very desirable that Landowners 
and Agents of Estates, who may be in posséssion of old Records 
of veal interest, which it is no longer necessary to keep, should 
avail themselves of the provisions of this section.

53. Two hundred and eighty-two certificates were granted 
for examination of Records for Literary purposes. Under 
these 6,029 volumes or files of Records were produced for 
literary readers, & larger number than in any previous year. 
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Arrangement and Preservation of Records, 


54. The examination and arrangement of the contents of 
miscellaneous sacks from the former Landed Hstates Record 
Office, Custom House, has been continued. The contents of 
36 sacks have been arranged during the year, 


55. The Bills of the Equity side of the Court of Hixchequer, 
8 Oct., 1708, to 8 May, 1711, 36 parcels, and 78 parcels of 
Answers, 14 May, 1707, to 16 July, 1712, have been checked, 
arranged, and parcelled. , 


56. The Crown and Peace Office Records of the several 
counties received during the year have been classified, ar- 
ranged, stamped, and catalogued. The increment of Wills 
and Testamentary and Administration papers for 1886 has 
been checked, stamped, and put up in 85 zinc boxes. Sixty- 
one bundles of King’s Bench Warrants to enter and satisfy 
Judgments, 1693-1837, have been arranged and parcelled. 
Fifty-seven bundles of Landed Estates Court Conveyances, 
1851-4, have been checked and numbered. One hundred and 
sixty bundles of Affidavits of the same court have been 
stamped. 

57. Highty volumes of Records have been re-bound. The 
binding of the Census returns has been commenced for those 
of the 1841 Census. Twelve Patent Rolls, and 30 other 
Records have been repaired. 


Indexing and Calendaring. 


58. The Revision of the Catalogues of Records with a view 
to the preparation of a general Guide to the Records (Rep. 
Xxxill., par. 15), has been continued by Mr. Wood, for the 
Rolls Office and Hanaper Office, Chancery, the Tipperary 
Palatinate records, and the Council Office. 


59. The Calendar of Inquisitions for County Limerick 
(Rep. xxxviii., par, 63) has been continued by Mr. M‘Enery 
to the reign of James I. 


60. The Index to Chancery Side Bar Orders, 1858-75, has 
been completed. Further progress has been made on the 
Index to Chancery Orders, 1840-56. Vice-Chancellor’s Order 
Book, vol. 29, has been indexed. The index to Administra- 
tion Bonds, diocese of Down, is being revised, in consequence 
of the finding of a large number of misplaced Bonds. 


61. The Index of Wills of the Prerogative Court, 1586-1811, 
prepared by the Irish Record Commission, having been found 
to need revision, a re-examination of the Wills has been com- 
menced, and continued for letters A and B. 
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Printing of Calendars, Indexes, and Records. 


62. The first volume of the Statutes of Treland (Report 
xxxii., pat. 80) was published during the year ; and consider- 
able progress made with a second volume. The entire text of 
a second volume of the Calendar of the Justiciary Rolls of 
Isdward I. was in the printer’s hands at the end of the year, 
and a large part of the work was in type. 


63. An Index to the 3ist to 40th Reports of the Deputy 
Keeper of the Records in Treland, prepared by Mr. Langman, 
is added -as an Appendix to this Report. This Index includes 
references to the Accounts contained in the Pipe Rolls, 
catalogues of which from Henry III. to 10 Edward II. were 
printed as appendices to Reports xxxv. to Xxxix. 


64. The publication of the maps of the Down Survey of 
Treland, made 1655-9, has been on more’ than one occasion 
urged on the attention of Government. The extent and 
cost of the reproduction and the very imperfect state of the 
Record Series of Maps of the Survey has hitherto prevented 
the work from being carried out. The results of the Down 
Survey were at first laid down on large protractions, each re- 
presenting a barony, on the scale of 40 perches to the inch. 
rom these originals several series of maps were drawn. The 
set supplied for official purposes of the Surveyor-General’s 
Office consisted of a series of maps of the parishes which con- 
tained forfeited lands, usually on the scale of the original pro- 
tractions, with index maps for each barony on a more or less 
reduced scale. ‘Two or three other sets of the Barony Maps 
seem to have been prepared on the scales used for the barony 
index maps of the official set. On these were inserted most 
of the details contained on the Parish Maps deposited in the 
Surveyor-General’s Office. Of these sets of barony maps one 
certainly remained in the possession of Sir William Petty 
until his death; and a second was probably retained for his 
personal use by Sir Thomas Taylor, deputy surveyor-general 
at the Restoration. 

Of these maps there are now in this office (1) such of the 
original protractions as are known to survive; (2) the maps 
and fragments of the Surveyor-General’s official set which 
escaped the fire of 1711; (3) a portion of the incomplete Taylor 
set received from the Quit Rent Office, and which were pur- 
chased from the representatives of Sir Thomas Taylor by the 
Commissioners of Woods and Forests in 1837. 

The only set of maps made from the Down Survey which 
remains proximately complete is that of Sir William Petty 
himself. It is related that this set, while being conveyed 
from Ireland to London in 1710, was captured by a French 
privateer, conveyed to Paris and deposited in the Bibliotheque 
Royale. Here they were discovered in 1786 by Col. Val- 
lancey, by whose instrumentality copies were subsequently 
made which are still preserved in this office. 

The attention of your Excellency’s Government was re- 
cently directed to these original maps of Sir William Petty at 
Paris. At your Excellency’s instance, through His Majesty’s 
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Ambassador at Paris, the French Government gave permis- 
sion for the temporary removal of the maps to Southampton 
for photographic reproduction at the office of the Ordnance 
Survey. This has been done during the past year, and the 
facsimiles of these maps can now be obtained by the public 
through the Agents for the sale of Ordnance Survey Maps. 


Proceedings under Purochial Records Acts, 

65. The Registers of Baptisms, Marriages, and Burials of 
four parishes became attachable under 38 & 89 Vie.. c. 59, by 
death or resignation of incumbents in offiee in 1870; and 
warrants were signed by the Master of the Rolls for their 
transfer to this office. A warrant for transfer was also issued 
in another case (Ballyadams), where the records remained in 
local custody under Retention Order, but where the provision 
for the safety of the Records had beconie unsatisfactory.

67. Books of the following parishes, in custody of the In- 
cumbents, have been re-bound in this office :—&.

68. Continued complainis are received of the difficulty of 
making searches in parochial records remaining in local 
custody. Some who have applied to Incumbents by letter 
complain that they can obtain no reply. Others who 
have made application in person, have failed to find the cus- 
todian of the books, have been refused permission to search the 
books, or have been deterred by heavy fees. Three cases were 
reported during the year in which applicants were informed 
that there were no books of the required date, though in each 
case the books wanted should have been in the parish safe, 
and were found by the Incumbent on representations from 
this office. The number of clergy of whom such complaints 
have been made form a very small proportion of those who 
are charged with the care of Records. Still the complaints 
are sufficiently numerous to point to the continued retention 
of the older Parish Registers in local custody as being very 
undesirable. 
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89. Further evidence of the existence of Parish Registers 
not in legal custody has been furnished by the. publication in 
the Journal of the Association for the Preservation of the 
Memorials of the Dead, Ivcland, of extracts from a lost 
register of the Parish of Cloncha,, of much earlier date than 
the register returned to this office. The lost book had passed 
out of the hands of the Parish Clergyman ‘before the transfer 
of the books to this office. ‘The gentleman who supplied the 
extracts is dead, and I have failed as yet to obtain any infor- 
mation as to the present whereabouts of the book from his 
representative. : 


70. Mr. John G. Usher returned to this office a Register of 
the parish of Baltinglas, 1831-76, which, having been re- 
moved from the proper custody before the appointment of the 
late Incumbent, was returned to him after the transfer of the 
Records of the Parish to this office.

The examination of the sacks containing the papers of earlier date 
has been completed. They were found to contain the following classes, 
which have now been arranged and put up :— 


Warrants, 1602-1813. 


These form a very large collection and are mostly Government authori- 
sations for payments on the establishment; in the great majority of 
cases for military purposes. Among the earlier warrants are a number 
issued by the Lord President of Munster. During the Commonwealth 
period a large number of warrants were issued by Commissioners of 
Revenue for the various provinces and_ precincts: among them are to 
be found some for the payment of fixed sums for the killing of wolves 
(vide Prendergast, Cromwellian Settlement of Ireland, pp. 309 et seq.) 


Warrants (with King’s and Queen’s Letters), 1621-1837. 


Government authorisations for payments not on the establishment, 
but specially sanctioned by King’s or Queen’s Letter ; of these Letters 
in most cases only copies are found in this collection; but in the earlier 
years some originals are attached to the warrants. 


Warrants (Letters of Concordatum), 1601-1795. 
Authorisations by Lord Lieutenant and Council for payments out of 
the fund styled Concordatum, so called from the fact that the earlier 


Warrants and Orders of the Privy Council began “It has been agreed” ; 
equivalent to the earlier Latin form, ‘‘ Concordatum, &e.” 


Wine Warrants, 1600-1790. 

By the Statute 11 Eliz., Sess. 4, c. 1, § 5 the Lord Deputy had full 
power to limit and appoint to all peers and privy councillors such 
quantity of wines as he should think fit according to their degree, free 
of customs or subsidy. By an order of 1 April, 1618, this power was 
restricted to five hundred pounds. By 14 and 15, Ch. II., c. 9, § 16 this 
restriction appears to have been removed, and the statute of 1569
